Work, fairly proportioned to the pow- 
ers, is good and healthy for the organ- 
ism: no matter whether it be brain- 
arork or body-work. The full exercise 
of the powers, mental and bodily, is de- 
sirable and improves them so long as 
the 'emand is not excessive. But when 
the powers are called upon too freely, 
then danger looms ahead. Bodily fa- 
tigue manifests i self in hissitude, M un- 
titness lor exertion, compelling rest 
until the sense of vigor is once moie 
experienced. Certainly, so far so good. 
But these sensations arc not always at- 
tended to, and too frequently are 
fought off by determination and some- 
times by resort to stimulants. Buron 
Justus von Liebig wrote thirty years 
ago about the workingni:m who resorts 
to spirits in order to enable him to com- 
plete his task: "He. draws, so to speak, 
a bill on his health, which must be al- 
wa \ ■ renewed, because for want of 
means he cannot take it up; he con- 
sumes his capiiui^ustoad of his interest, 
and the result is the inevitable bank- 
ruptcy of his body. 1 ' The s;, stem con- 
tains a reserve fund of energy upon 
which we can draw in emergenc es, and 
this is known by the term "physiologi- 
cal capital." The b. dy income is paid 
in daily from the food we eat: the liody 
expenditure Is the daily outgoing-. I be 
excess of income over expenditure is 
the body capital, When the outgoings 
are less than the Incomings an accumu- 
lation of capital takes place in the body 
bank: just as is the cise in the money 
bank, when more is paid in than is tak- 
en out. an accumulation follows. 1 he 
excess is termed the balance. Now, 
when business firms reduce their bal- 
ance too far they are in danger of fail- 
ure if any sudden and unforseen de- 
mand be made upon them. In fact, 
if their balance be unequal to their 
d.mand they may become bankrupt. 
Thov usually meet the demand by

These noxious ga«cs are very dilusrve, 
penetrating every nook of the house, 
especially the lower parts. It is also 
trtic that they arc absorbed, especially 
the carbonic gas. by liquids and vegeta- 
tion, the woody parts lx-ing obtained 
from this source, at least partially. It 
foHOWa that milk and liquids in general 
are line absorbents of these impurities, 
flowing, like water, down into tbe cel- 
lar, of course to be consumed by the 
family. This remark applies to all 
foods, in some degree: fluid, semi-fluid, 
as soups and the like, and to mostsolid*, 
as bread, puddings, etc., having a de- 
gree or moisture. Anil if it is true thut 
the poison of paint is absorbed by water, 
it is as true that milk and other tluitls 
and semi-lluids, if near paint, will bo- 
. uue more or less poisonous. And if 
true that water absorbs poisons, etc., it 
is of the utmost importance that uo 
water should be used for drinking or for 
clp the invalid, and he : oooking that has been long in '.lie sleep- 
ing room, the sick-room or in the vjoin- 
ity of impurity. Medicines should not 
be uncovered— bettor in corked bottles 
— unless they are so poison as not to be 
affected by ordinary noxious articles. 

During the winter and particularly in 
the spring, when the vegetables com- 
mence to decay or to sprout, it is very 
needful u> ventilate the cellar and keep 
it sweet. This may be dune by a xvin- 
dowortxvo, hung at the top on hinges, 
the lower part often being raised, so 



These insects, knoxvn scientifically as 
Carpocapsa ponionella. appear to have 
accompanied the cultivat-d apple to 
every part of the known world where it 
ia grown. The apple worm is the cat- 
erpillar of a small grayish moth, the 
fore-xvings of virion arc of brownish 
color, crossed by numerous gray and 
broxvu lines, with an oval dark brown 
spot near tbe hinder angle minutely 
edfcd with bright copper color. Tho 
head and thorax are gray, the hinder 
wings and abdomen yellowish brown. 
The moths appear in the Northern 
States about the first of June: in lower 
latitudes somewhat earlier. The fe- 
males drop an eirg in the calyx or 
blossom end of the fruit: in about a 
week it reaches the core, where It feeds 
for about a month, seldom longer. 

When fully groxvn the caterpillar is of 
a pinkish or* flesh color, and. if the ap- 
ple be cut open, may be seen in some 
one of its burrows, from which it quick- 
ly escapes. If not disturbed it xvill 
bore a hole from the center of the fruit 
to the surface, escaping either before or 
after it has fallen to the ground, which 
usuallv happens soon after the caterpil- 
lar has reached the core, becoming 
xvhat is usually called a windfall. The 
caterpillar after rca hing the ground 
crawls away into some sheltered place, 
Usually in the cracks of the same tree 
upon the fruit of which it has been 
feeding, and there spins a thin cocoon, 
in which its pupa remains a few weeks 
or mouthy, depending upon the season 
in which tMCx have appeared, for it is 
now settled that in some sections there 
arc two broods of this insect in a sea- 
son. The first or spring brood pass 
through their four stages, egg, larva, 
pupa and imago, the hitter copulate, and 
the females deposit eggs on fruit late 
in the season, the caterpillars 
produced therefrom being hatched 
in the winter 
which manv do not e: 
pies are barreQed and sent to market, 
or stored t.way in cellar*. The coecons 
or silken cases, containing the papas, 
are often found attached to the emptied 1 
barrels, or hidden awax in fruit rooms 
or ecllars. These are from the second 
brood. For a long time it was sup- 
posed that the caterpillar spent its en- 
tire larva i eriod to the fruit wherein 

the egg xvas deposited, but several ob- 
servers, independently of each other, 
have detect.-. 1 it passing from one ap- 
ple to another. One ol i he most Care- 
ful students of the habits of this insect, 
Mr. S. B. Teck. of Muskegon. Mich., 
writes ou this point as follows: 

"Experiments have been made by my- 
self and others with the folloxxing re- 
sults: The larvae, have repeatedly been 
placed in contact with sound apples, 
and soon found inside; they enter more 
readily when shot from the light. Some 
twenty Infected apples taken from the 
tree have be n placed in a box xvith a 
law sound i iiic-», when, after an interval 
of a day or two, tho sound ones have 
been occupied by the larvtc. A neat ly 
full-grown larva has been shut up with 
a sound apple, one and a quarter inches 
in diameter, and in less than twenty- 
four hours was found inside with the 
whole core demolished, showing that it 
does not take a fellow 1 -ng to use up a 
specimen. A larx a xvas aUO discovered 
in its passage from one apple to an- 
other, the two being in contact, 'and 
several cases have occurred where a 
passage between apples in contact has 
evidently been made by one occupant. 

" The observations and experiments 
thus related have been confined to the 
early part of the season and to the first 
brood of larva-, not supposing that the 
cmigtation continued after the fruit 
was nearly ripe; but it is now ascer- 
tained that they do emigrate after the 
fruit has been gathered and stored. 
Noxv, these discoveries and investiga- 
tions are not merely to gratify curiosity, 
but they open a new and more sue ess- 
mode of warfare; for, if true, the

The bandage system referred to 
above, is the one moat generally u-cd 
for destroying the cod ing moths.

The caterpil- 
lars that have fallen from or with the 
fruit as they ascend the tree in search 
of a safe place in which to spin their co- 
coons find here one apparently adapted 
for their own pnrpo-e, preferable even 
to the cracks in the bark of the tree, 
and immediately commence their 
work. These bands can be readily ex- 
amined every few days, and all catcr- 
pillar? aud pupa* found under them easi- 
ly destroyed.

— The provisions of the Indian penal 
code in regard to the right of private 
defense are particularly sensible. Under 
this law the right extends to the protec- 
tion of one's own or another's body and 
of one's own or another's property. It 
does not exist, however, when there is 
time to have recourse to the protection 
of public authorities. More harm must 
not be caused in its exercise than is nec- 
essary for the purposes of defense. It 
commences and ends with the apprehen- 
sion of danger. Death may also be 
caused in exercise of the right of private 
defense of property in case of robbery, 
housebreaking by night, mischief by 
tire in a budding, etc., and of theft and 
house trespass, when fear of death is in- 
volved.— jV.

Another me! hod of extermination is 
lix frafligfrsg under the trees wide- 
inctitiied jars or bottles, in xvhieh a 
mixture of molasses, vinegar and water, 
in proportion of one. two and four re- 
speottvely, over which a T}!'' 1 ' s 3-,s - 
pended. The moth Hies mostly at night, 
is attracted by the light, baited by the 
mixture, and finally drowned in num- 
bers surprising to those who have never 
tried it. 

Still another plan, recommended by 
Mr. J. S. Woodward at a meeting of 
the Horticultural Society of Western 
New Yo»k. is to spray a'l the trees in 
the orchard with a solution made by 
dissolving a tablespoonfui of Paris 
creeu in a 1 arrel of water, to be ap- 
plied when the apples are about the 
size of cherries, or when tlie worm is 
about to enter the apple thl-OOgB the 
calyx. He says this is entirely eillcient, 
and that one sprinklinjr in a season is 
all that is -required. To do it may at 
first sight seem much la'ior, but by 
usin"* anv one of several good force 
pomp* in 'market, with hose and sprink- 
ler attached, it can be done readily and 
speedily. 

No means should be left untried to 
keep this great pest in check, and every 
owner of an apple tn e should feel it a 
dutv to destroy all xvindfalls and wormy 
apples of everv kind as soon as discov- 
ered, not waiting, even for the infested 
fruit to fall from the tree: it should be 
shaken o!l' and fed to hogs or cattle, or 
othervise disposed ol in a way to de- 
stroy the worms-. — 2f. Y. Sun. 

The Convention of the American 

Forestry Associa'ion. recently held in 
Montreal, has stimulated the "people of 
the Dominion to organize for the protec- 
tion of forests, to re- wood districts 
which have been stripped of trees, and 
to increase the cultivation of the most 
valuable varieties. The Forestry Asso- 
ciation of the Province of Quebec has 
been formed. Each member promises 
to plant twenty-live forest trees every 
year. — Toronto Globe. 

A qualitv of California redwood is 

its ready absorption of water when 
heated, which for a time makes it al- 
most fire-proof. The quickness with 
which fires are extinguished in San 
Francisco has often been remarked, and 
the celeritv with xvhieh blazing build- 
ings are often transformed into charred 
remnants is greatly facilitated by the 
entire lack of the resinous element m 
tho redwood lumber.— Saw Francisco 
Chronicle.
